MARKET SLUMP CAUSED BY DISRE- 
GARD FOR EARNINGS 


Babson Park, Massachusetts, May 16, 1930 
lhe lesson which investors should learn from 
this latest market slump is that prices can 
not hold their advances unless backed up by 
an improvement in business. Once more we 
have witnessed a spectacle of market opera- 
tors trying to push the market up beyond the 
level justified by earnings. The decline was 
but a natural consequence. When it became 
apparent that earnings for the first quarter 
were showing up poorly and that prospects for 
the second quarter were none too promising, 
stocks once more took a nose dive. The pru 
dent investor will keep his feet on the ground 
in this period. He will watch the actual trend 
of business. He will not buy unless the in 
dustry shows a definite upward earnings’ 
trend, and then he will buy only if the stocks 
are on a reasonable price basis in relation to 
actual profits 


Prices Outstripped Earnings 


The careful students of industry knew that 
most of the price advance this year was based 
on hope rather than on facts. The average 
stock market gain in the price of over 300 
industrial stocks in 1930 was 19 per cent 
At the same time, the earnings for the first
